THE PRESIDENT AT BELOIT. 
Ilia Excellency, the President of the 
United States, visited Beloit on Wednesday 
while on his way from Chicago to St. Paul 
and stopped long enough to yisit the fair 
ground and make a little speech. Of 
course he received a hearty welcome, aud 
hundreds of people ti eked to see and hear 
him. His wile an I family, and Attorney- 
General Devens accompanied him, and 
wen* driven t > the grounds about noon 
He was introduced by Hon. Charles G 
Williams, of this city, and was greeted with 
s round of applause. The President’! 
speech was necessarily brief, but was very 
practical, and altogether devoid of politi­ 
cal alluvious, 
lie said there were strong 
evidences that business was improving in 
the country. 
Over three-fourths of the 
Government bonds held abroal, had al­ 
ready found their way back to this coun­ 
try, and were now owned by our people, 
principally by persons in moderate circum­ 
stances who wete putting their little sav­ 
ings la these securities. He also said that 
the interest on the National debt had been 
reduced In the aggregate nearly one half of 
what it was tea years ago; and the bal­

and titty millions against U9, was now near­ 
ly two hundred and fifty millions In our 
favor. These were some of the evidences 
which the President pointed out as show 
mg that the signs of the times are encour 
aging.

The Howard nurse is only mentioned in 
the papers as “one of twenty-five” arriv­ 
ing on sueh date, or “one of twenty” who 
are dead.

D ear G a z e t t e —The “Acts and Laws 
of the State of Connecticut" a9 published in 
1284. with their quaint, old fashioned ex- 
Preston*, prolate employment of capitals, 
unique provisions, and Iou* #*• 4re such 
delicious read mg, that I cannot forbear 
giving your readers some extracts there­ 
from, before going into an account of tile 
camp meeting and temperance and Sn a- 
day fcbool picnics with which intelligent 
and respectable New England refreshes 
itself atter “haying" is over. lion't go and 
correct my capitalizing now ! 
It is “all 
right.” And it there are any long aes in 
jour case, put them In, in the right places. 
“Au Act tor educating and governing of 
Children' I give in full, that you may see 
why Connecticut bas acquired the distinc­ 
tion, above all others, of being pre cml- 
ii tatty “I/* land of steady habits.” 
Here 
itll: 
“Forasmuch at the R h Leat iou amt wdl 
Gfaventarg c f t 'hsMren ie of singular Benefit 
to a People; And whereat many Parent* and 
Matters arc too negligent of their Duty in the 
Matter: 
"Be 11 enacted by Ute Governor a Council,arui 
IlcpreMJitatiocs, in General Court assembled, 
arui by lite Authority of the same, That all 
Parrots and Masters ut Children shall, by 
themselves or others, teach and instruct, or 
cause to be taught or instructed, all such 
Children as are under their Care and Gov­ 
ernment, 
according 
to 
their 
Abil­ 
ity. 
to 
read 
the 
English 
tongue well, and to know the Laws against 
Capital Offences, And ii unable to do an 
much, then at least to learn some short or­ 
thodox Catechism without book,so as to be 
able to answer to the Questions that shall 
be propounded to them out of such Cate­ 
chism by their Parents, Masters or Minis­ 
ters, when they shall call them to an ac­ 
count for what they have learned ot that 
bifid. 
And if any Parent or Master shall neglect 
the performing what Is by this Act re­ 
quired of themj every such Parent, or 
Master being thereof legally convicted be­ 
fore any one Assistant or Justice ol the 
Peace, shall forfeit and pay the sum ot 
twenty shillings, to and for the use of the 
Poor of the Town whereto they belong. 
And that the Selectmen of every Town in 
this State, in their several Precincts, and 
Quarters, shall have a vigilant Eye and in­ 
spection over their Brethren and Neigh­ 
bors and see that none of them suffer so 
much Barbarism in any of their Families, 
as to want such Learning aud Instruction, 
and to take Care that due Prosecutions be 
msde for the breach of this Act. 
**And be it further enacted by the Authority 
aforesaid, that all Parents and Masters shall 
employ and bring up their children aud 
Apprentices in Borne honest and lawful cill- 
tag, Labor or Employment, profitable for 
lh camel vee and the State. 
And if the Select men of the Town 
whete such Parents or Masters live, after 
Admonition 
by them 
given to such 
Parents or Masters, shall find them still 
negligent of their Italy. In the Particulars 
aforementioned ta this Act, whereby such 
Children grow rude, stubborn, and unruly, 
such Selectmen (with the Advice of the 
next Assistant or Justice of the Peace) 
shall take, and they are hereby tally au­ 
thorized and impowercd, to take such 
Children and Apprentices from their Pa­ 
rents or .Masters, and place them with, 
and hind them to some Master or Masters; 
Males till they are Twenty-one years of 
Ate. and Females till they are Eighteen 
Years of Age; to this end they may be 
suitably instructed, employed aud gov­ 
erned, Which binding shall be good and 
effectual fur the holding and governing 
such chiidiei), the Terms aforesaid. 
"A ld that whatsoever Child or Bel rant, 


agaiu?t their Parents or Governors, before 
any two A ssistants^ Justices of the Peace, 
such Assistants or Justices are hereby au­ 
thorized sud impowered, upon such Con­ 
viction, to commit such Child or Servant 
to a House of Correction, there? to remain 
under hard Labor aud severe Punishment 
so long as such authority shall judge meet: 
who on the Reformation cf Buch Children 
and Seivrnts, may order their Release, to 
Return to their Parents or Masters afore­ 
said.” 
Another “Act" provides as follows: — 
“That the Select-men from Time to Time, 
shall uj Jev diligent Enquiry of all House­ 
holders! 
within 
their 
re* 
sportive 
Towns, 
how 
they 
are 
furnished with Bibles, an I if upon such 
enquiry any Householder Ia found with­ 
out one Bible at least, then the Select meu 
6ball warn the sal I householder f orthwith 
to procure one Bible st least, for the l rse 
and B enefit of Families respectively: And 
if the same be neglected, then the 
said 
Selcct-men shall make Return thereof lo 
the next Authority, who shall deal ffith 
such Householder a family according to 
th 3 directions of the Law relating to the 
Educating and Governing of children. 
“An Art for suppressing of 
Mounte­ 
banks'' has the following suggestive pre­ 
amble: 
•‘Whereas the Practice ut Mountebanks, 
in dealing out and 
ad rn in b id in g Phy­ 
sic and Medicine of uuknow compositions 
indiscriminately to auy person whom they 
can by fair words induce to purchase and 
receive them, without duly consulting, or 
Opportunity of duly consulting and con­ 
fider tog the Nature and {Symptoms of the 
Disaster for which, aud the Constitution 
and circuital tnces of the Patients or Re­ 
ceiver to whom they administer, has a 
Tendency to injure aud destroy the Health, 
Constitution aud Lives of those who re­ 
ceive and use such Mod ic inc es.” 
“Anil whereas the Practice of Mounte­ 
banks in publicly advertising and giving 
Notice to Skill and ability . to cure Dis­ 
ease 
anil 
Hie 
erecting 
pub­ 
lic 
Stages 
aud 
places 
from 
whence to declaim lo, and harrangue the 
People on the Yiiluc and Efficacy of their 
Medicines ; a* to exhibit by themselves or 
their Dependent*, aud Plays, Tricks, J agr 
ling or unprofitable Feat, of uncommon ‘ 
Dexterity tied Agility of 
tends }o 
draw together great Numbers of People, 
to the corruption of Manners, Promotion 
of Idleness,. and the Detriment of good 
Order and Religion, as well as to tempt 
and ensnare theta to purchase 9uch un­ 
wholesome and often 
times dangerous 
Drugs. ’ 
An J yet the same Government licensed 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, and minis­ 
ters within the memory tof the “oldest in­ 
habitant” bere, asked tor a glass of bran­ 
dy bt lore going into the pulpit, and 
thought no harm of it! 
Ministers were sure of their salaries in 
those good old times 
An Act for the 
“Settlement, Support and Encouragement 
of Ministers,’4 provides for the payment 
of their salaries by a direct taxation for 
that object rn the respective towns where 
they were settled, nut it the amount of 
each salary was not psi I to them at the 
end of two mouths from the tune it fell 
due,the collector was distrained forthwith, 
and his eft ate taken to pay It. 
“An A rt tor restrains, correcting, tup- 
pressing and punishing Rogues,Vagabonds, 
common beggars, and other lewd, idle, dis­ 
solute, profane and disorderly Persons; 
and tor setting them to work. provides for 
the establish ai cut, in each county, of a 
wotk home, or house of correction, to 
which shall be assigned, In addition to the 
above mentiencd, “All Persons using or 
pretending to use auy subtle cratt. Jug­ 
gling. or unUwlul Games or Plays, or per­ 
juring themselves to have knowledge in 
th y slog nosy, Palmistry, or pretending 
tkay can tell Des4lines,fortunes or discover 
where lost or stolen guo tg may be found,’' 
all “common Pipers, Fiddlers, Runaways, 
[this was in the days of slavery] stubborn 
Servants or Children, common Drunkards. 
Pilferers, com rn JU Raders and Brawlers; 
and all such as arc guilty of reviling and 
profane speaking, or neglect their callings, 
mispecd w hat they earn, aud do not pro* 
vide for tin iii selves, or the support of their 
famines.'’ 
The right el suffrage was granted to “all 
such inhabitants in this State as have ac­ 
complished tile Age of Twenty-one years, 
and have the Possession of Freehold Estate 
to the value of Forty Shillings per annum, 
or Forty Pounds personal Estate," “and 
alto are Persons of a quiet and peaceful 
Behaviour, aud civil Conversation.” 
But 
if such “Freeman,’’as he 19 called, “shall 
walk scandalously, or commit any scanda­ 
lous offence, it snail be in the Power of 
the Superior Court in this State, on Com­ 
plaint thereof to them made, to disfran­ 
chise such Freem an; who shall stand dis­ 
franchised, till by his good Behaviour the 
said {Superior Court shall see Cause to 
restore him to his Franchiseiuent or Free­ 
dom again.’’ Not so bad a provision ! 
The foregoing extracts are carefully 
copied from b aaf<le volume of the “Laws 
of Connecticut” published in 17S4, and are 
genuine, not being the unreliable carac­ 
o le s ot Peter's imaginative “ Blue Laws” 
book. 
We ail went over to the Will tantalic 
Camp Meeting one day last week. It was a 
most dclightliil ride of ten miles through 
the historic tow n of Lebanon, the birth 
place and residence of so many of Connec­ 
ticut’s wisest and best public men. 
Here 
lived Johnathan Trumbull of Revolution 
ary days, tor fifteen years Governor of the 
State, to whom Washington frequently re­ 
sorted for consultation in jn-rplc xmg matters 
of {State; going up to visit "Brother Jona­ 
than,” as he called him, (hence the ex­ 
pression since so common) and getting 
valuable advice which he usually followed. 
The son of this Jonathan bearing the same 
name, was a graduate of Harvard and for 
some time secretary aud aid to Washing­ 
ton, afterwards member of (the State Leg­ 
islature, then sent lo the United {States 
Congress, w Ufirc he was {Speaker of the 
House tor some years, tand afterwards 
member of the {Senate. He also served the 
{State as Governor eleven years, and died 
in office. 
The old Trumbull house is still 
standing—a grand old New England man­ 
sion of wood, with spacious looms on either 
side of the entrance hall, and venerable 
trees in front, apparently good for another 
century. Here also lived the Rev. Eleazer 
Wheelock, D D., a graduate of Yale, and 
afterwards founder and first President of 
Dartmouth College; and here was born 
the sod who succeeded bim in that office. 
Lebanon is also the birthplace of the late 
Governor Buckingham, so widely known 
for his rare ability, and ’sterling integrity, 
indeed Lebanon bas the name of being the 
birthplace of Governors, many of less cele­ 
brity than those already mentioned having 
been born bere, 
lit re was also the birth- 
pltcf and residence of W a. Williams, the 
drA signer of the Declaration o! Independ- j 
etite, whose descendants Inhabit the old 
family manana to tuts day. It is sud that 
there are more Revel J notary patriots 
burled in Lebanon than in any other 
town in the U nited {States. “Grace Greet* | 
wood," the well known writer, was also 
born bere. 
The village extends about a mile aloog 
one street, which is called Lebanon street, 
and contains a store, postoffice, 
three 
churches, and a modest little “town house” 
which looks very much like a country 
school house. The private residences are 
large, square, white frame houses with 
green blinds, aQd surrounded by generous 
yards and venerable tree#. There are 
quantities of cedars, whence I am told the 
town derived its name of Lebanon—being 
christened by people familiar with Biblical 
allusions 
to

anon.” 
Here 
live 
the

blue-blood 
aristocrats of America, the I 
lineal dtcendatiia of the Puritans, many of 
whom can trace their ancestry back to the

Tile whole number ol persons in poor 
houses in Michigan during 1877 was 6,356 
against 5,183 in 1876. 
OI this 
number 
4.689 were males, and 1,667 females. 
The 
total Dumber of msaoe was 552, idiotic 252, 
alma 49, and mutes 17. Of the total num­ 
ber, 2,874 were Americans, 1,434 IrisL, 776 
Germans, 322 English, 290 Canadians, 160 
French, 138 Scotch, 125 negroes, 50 mlat- 
toes, 98 Swedes and Norwegians, 14 In­ 
dians, 14 Danes, 15 inlanders, 28 miscel­ 
laneous. and 28 unknown. 
The 
total 
amount expended in the care and support 
of the poor was $670,421, against $602,626 
iu 1876. The total amount of poor houses 
and poor farm expenses, exclusive of inter­ 
est on capital invested, was 
$203,249, 
against $220,678 to 1876. The average cost 
lo each pauper in the poor houses within 
the year was $31.99. The uumber of per­ 
sons 
temporarily relieved 
was 43,168 
against 35,410 in 1876: and the permanent 
paupers maintained outside oi the poor 
Douses were 1,309. 
The table showing the assigned causes 
of pauperism of the Inmates ol these poor 
houses affords a field for interesting study. 
Intemperance sent 224 to eat the bread ol 
chanty; licentiousness, 81; vagabondism, 
174, ot whom 132 were tramps; age (too 
old or too young to work}, 271; depend­ 
ents, 495, defective in the senses, 468; cas­ 
ualties, such aa broken limbs and injuries, 
75, disease, 847; miscellaneous, 55. 
The assigned causes of Indigency of fam­ 
ilies relieved outside af the poor house are 
as follows: intemperance, 250; licentious­ 
ness, 23; vagabondism, 397; age, 528; de­ 
pendents, 778; detective. 144; casualties, 
294; disease, 1,804; miscellaneous, 324. Ut 
all these tamlltes relieved there were but 
225 entirely out of employment.
